WASHINGTON, March 17.—Rear Ad- 
miral Charles S. Sperry will succeed 
Admiral Evans in command of the bat- 
tleship fleet, assuming, charge of the 
ships when they sail from San Fran- 
feisco. This was announced today by 
Secretary of the Navy Metcalf, after 
the receipt of a telegram from Admiral 
Evans, announcing that his continued 
fillness made it necessary for him to 
leave the fleet at Frisco. Rear Admiral 
Thomas will probably be in temporary 
command until Admiral Sperry starts 
the ships on their voyage around the 
world, by way of the Suez Canal. 


Chief of Staff Praises Fleet. 
MAGDALENA BAY, March § 17.— 
“The trip from. Hampton Roads _ to 
Magdalena Bay has demonstrated that 
the Atlantic fleet can go to any part 
of the world if coal is provided,’ de- 
clared Capt. R. R. Ingersoll, chief of 
staff to Rear Admiral Evans, today, 
when asked for a_e statement. Upon 
Capt. Ingersoll devolved a large portion 
of the work of executing the cruise. 
The target practice will conclude on 
April 5 and five days later the fleet will 
sail northward. It is due to reach San 
Diego on April 12. 


The log of the long voyage of the fleet 
shows that perfect formation was main- 


tained continuously on the journey ex- 
cept for half an hour, when the Ver- 
mont dropped out of the line to make 
repairs to her steering gear. 

Sustain Armor Criticism. 

In view of the fleet’s performance, of- 
ficers scoff at the charges made by 
Reuterdahl regarding the mechanism of 
American warships, but sustain his 
views regarding the armor of the ships. 


The mortality record in the fleet is 
regarded as remarkable. Although 15,900 
men have been on the vessels for 8&5 
days, only five deaths have occurred.

PRESIDENT OF HAYTI 
WOULD ATTACK FRENCH 


PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, March 17. 
—President Nord Alexis formally noti- 
fied the French consulate at Gonaives 
today that the accused Haytien revo- 
lutionists sheltered there must be sur- 
rendered to him or he will take them 
by force. No one believes the French 
diplomatic representative will yield. The 
boldness of the Presidents step has 
fairly paralyzed foreigners living in 
Hayti. 

France is protecting about 100 refu- 
gees, among them Gen. Firmin, leader 
of the recent rebellion and instigator 
of another one, the government ue- 
clares, which was to have begun 
March 15 with the assassination of 
Nord Alexis and the principal officers 
under him. 

Generalx Take Shelter. 

Several genc -ls and civil servants 
heretofore supposed to be loyal to the 
President also have sought the con- 
sulate’s shelter since Sunday’s arrests 
and executions began. 

Nord Alexis has issued a preclama- 
tion saying there is no danger of dis- 
orders either here or at Gonaives and 
that foreigners who do not mix in the 
country’s policies have nothing to fear. 
Foreigners doubt that he can hold the 
troops under control when the foreign 
warships arrive, and a general massacre 
of foreigners is feared. 


The President admits the danger that 
Germany may declare war on Hayti or 
that the powers may, indeed, act jointly 
against him. He is undoubtedly count- 
ing much, however, on protection from 
the United States. 

Following Sunday's and Monday's exe- 
cutions of 27 accused = revolutionists, 
scores of arrests are being made and 
the prisons are filled to overfiowing.

Miss Alice Hollis, the ‘‘Happi- 
est Woman,” Returning 
to America. 





NEW YORK, March 17.—After 30 years 
of bliindness—many of them spent in 
self-support—and a journey to Europe 
alone to undergo an operation—the for- 
lorn hope of a darkened life—Alice Hol- 
lis of Port Huron, Mich., has had her 
sight restored, and will shortly return 
to America, the happiest woman in the 
world. 
The news of Miss Hollis’ marvelous 
recovery reached here today from Wies- 
baden, Germany, where she has been 
undergoing treatment. in the sanitariun: 
of Dr. Pagenstecker, the ‘ famous 
oculist, in a letter from the brave 
sufferer herself to Walter G. Holmes, 
president and manager of the Ma- 
tilda Ziegler magazine for the blini. 
It is the sequel to a remarkable story 
of courage and devotion. 
When Alice Hollis was 13 inflamma- 
tion threatened her sight and a doctor 
who attended her used caustic in the 
eyes, only increasing the trouble. The 
child was sent to the Blind School of 
Michigan and emerged accomplished in 
music. 
A short time ago a blind man in Port 
Huron, who was a close friend of Miss 
Hollis, crossed the ocean to take the 
baths at Wiesbaden. While there he 
heard of the celebrated oculist and his 
work. He entered the sanitarium and 
returned to his home in Port Huron a 
“sighted’’ man, to use the pathetic ex- 
pression of the blind. From that mo- 
ment he never ceased to urge Miss Hol- 
lis to take the same chance. 
After correspondence with the doctor 
and much careful saving, the blind 
woman came to New York, to sail on 
Feb. 12 on the steamship Statender. She 
had consulted many specialists here and 
in the West, and had been offered no 
hope. She was without friends in New 
York, but, as a reader of the ‘Magazine 
for the Blind,’’ she wrote Mr. Holmes, 
asking that he meet her at the train 
and take her to the ship. 

Better Than She Hoped. 
In her first letter, under date of Feb. 
24, immediately after her arrival, Miss 
Hollis told how one young woman had 
exchanged her stateroom on the _ trip 
across to share that of the afflicted 
woman and help her. Already her ex- 
amination in the hospital had _ taken 
place and the verdict given that the 
right eye would be practically as good 
as new, while the sight of the left 
would be partial only.

Announces’ Self-Sacrifice in 
Notifying Consumers of 
Cancellations. 








Letters have been received by hun- 
dreds of St. Louis consumers of elec- 
tric light, notifying them that the Union 
Kilectric Light and Power Co. has de- 
cided to cancel their contracts. The 
contracts are automatically’ self-re- 
newing unless canceled by the company 
ce the consumer, at the end of each 
year. 

The letters contain this statement: 

“We are sending our customers this 
naiice, vegardiess of the fact that some 
of them are paying more for light under 
their present contracts than they will 
have to do under new contracts.”’ 

This announcement of self-sacrifice is 
followed by the request that the con- 
geumer read the company’s pamphlet 
outlining the new rate plan, which has 
been mailed under séparate cover. 

Most on Yearly Basis. 

Most residence and small store light- 
ing contracts are made on the yearly 
basis, and can be canceled during the 
present year or early in 1909 at latest. 
Some large. consumérs have contracts 
for longer terms, s6 that the Union 
company, a monopoly since last fail, 
will be delayed in putting these on its 
new price basis. 

Electrical experts who Have exam- 
ined the new rates say the large con- 
sumers, such as hotels, large stores 
and factories, will not suffer by the 
new scale. The small consumers, they 
gay, will pay enough more to make it 
possible for the company to make at- 
tractively low rates to the big con- 
sumer. The object of this is to keep 
the big consumer from installing his 
own plant, or, if he has one, to get 
him to abandon it. 

That the company has succeeded in 
making its rate to the big consumers 
attractive is shown by the fact that the 
new Third National Bank Building, the 
Liggett Building and Butler Bros, have 
installed the Union company’s service 
in preference to putting in their own 
plants. Most of the older skyscrapers 
have their own electric plants, run in 
connection with steam-heating plants. 

What Consumers Pay. 

The company's new rate plan makes 
it possible for consumers with several 
hundred lights to get light for 7 cents 
a kilowatt hour, and the rate runs as 
low as 5 cents in case of a very large 
installation, guaranteed to run long 
hours. The small consumer's. rate 
ranges from 8 and 9.cents per kilowatt 
hour for long-hour consumers, to 12 
cents for those who do not guarantee 
long hours. 

The company’s 
new rate plan defends this arrange-

“The cost to serve a club member or 
an electric consumer is, broadly speak- 
ing. made up of two parts; one, the 
cost to be ready to serve, and tne other, 
in the case of the user of electricity, the 
cost of making the actual current used 
on his prem'ses; and in the case of a 
club member, the cost of. refreshment 
served him. 

“Just as the cost of the refreshment 


cost of conducting a club, so the cost 
of coal and labor in a*power plant, to 


the customer's premises, may be a small 
proportion of the total expense of fur- 
nishing him ‘with electric light and 
power. « 

“The other ‘ana larger expenses of 
carrying on the business go on whether 
the consumer uses’ electricity or not, 
and therefore the person who will guar- 
antee to use electricity during the long- 
est hours, is entitled, other things being 
équal, to the lowest average rate per 
kilowatt hour, and in the schedule of 
rates contained herein this important 
principle has been recognized. 

“When, however, two consumers 
guarantee to- use their equipment an 
equal number of hours, the one using 
the greatest number of kilowatt hours 
is entitled to the lower rate.’’

THE COURTS AND THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Board of Education and its employes as- 
sert that certain schools are safe, and Inspector 
Sikes pronounces them fire traps. The board 
reports cement and concrete where the inspector 
firds nothing but pine. The board says that all 
decors open out, while the inspector describes 
miany that open in. 

There are boilers under inflammable stair- 
ways; there are accumulations of ashes piled 
high in cellars; there is an absence of fire ex- 
tinguishing devices of every kind; there are 
crowded buildings having a single inadequate 
wooden stairway; there are recitation rooms 
which have no access to hallways except through 
other rooms, and, equally inexcusable, there are 
no outside fire escapes. The inspector points 
out these things. Phe board ignores them. 

In a case of this kind where there is a dispute 
as to facts, a palpable violation of law and a 
manifest contempt for the almost universal judg- 
ment of mankind it is obvious that an appeal 
tu the courts is the only proper remedy. Unless 
all our legislation is seriously at fault the Board 
cf Education can be compelled to do its duty in 
these matters. 

It sometimes happens that a private property 
owner reckless of the rights of oihers succeeds for 
a time in defying laws passed to safeguard the 
lives and health of the people. There have been 
such cases in St. Louis involving men who ought 
to be ashamed of themselves, who have spent 
more money in Titigation than obedience to law 
would have cost them. That is their own affair. 
I? there are not zeal and power enough in the 
State to triumph over suck obstinacy, so much 
the worse for the Siate. 

The Board of Education manifests the same 
spirit without the poor excuse of personal rights 
and bumptiousness. It is a servant of the same 
people who decreed that there should be fire 
escapes. Instead of violatirg law, or setting it- 
self above law or asserting intelligence superior 
to that of the people it should be among the 
first to yield obedience to the popular will. It 
deals intimately with the young. It may rest 
assured that its evil example will not be lost 
upon the rising generation. 

Having raised the issue boldly, the Board of 
Education should now be made to fee) the weight 
of superior authority. It is manifestly in the 
wrong. The courts must be looked to for its 
correction. 
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BANK ROBBERY A LA MODE. 

A neatly executed bank robbery occurred at 
Tyro, Kan., the other day; after which a mount- 
ec’ posse pursued the robbers into the fastness of 
Candy Creek, where they found the robbers 
calmly awaiting them in a very advantageous po- 
s‘tion, with cocked rifles. Needless to add,*no ar- 
rests took place. The mounted posse, having 
been duly admonished, were permitted to return 
to Tyro on foot. 

It transpires that the robbers had kept them- 
selves fully apprised of the posse’s formation and 
approach by means of a test telephone instru- 
ment with which the wires were “tapped” of in- 
tcresting information from place to place. 

Which suggests that we are possibly upon the 

threshhold of a new era of applied science. 
Precisely as the diamond drill and ‘‘soup” have 
supplanted gimlet and gunpowder in the inner 
branch of the industry, so in the field work the 
crude James and Dalton methods will be mod- 
crnized and refined. To render them the more 
expeditious, a complete equipment will doubt- 
less include not only mess:nzer and telephone 
service, but the heliograph ana wireless telegra- 
phy; also the seismograph to record the degrees 
of popular sensation consequent upon a raid or 
coup, and possibly the hoof beats of mounted 
posses in pursuit. Motoring is likely to be in- 
voked in aid of speed. To say nothing of pho- 
tography, improved cartography should be an im- 
portant branch of the service, as well as engfneer- 
ing work to cover retreats with intrenchments, 
while the new silent Maxim firearm is sure to 
ccme in handy. 
In time science may render what is thought to 
be a dangerous industry comparatively safe and 
even attractive beside market rigging, commer- 
cial buccaneering and the cut-throat pursuits com- 
mon to great malefactors. 
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EAST ST. LOUIS BESS FOR LIFE. 
A worthy East St. Louisan with the welfare 
of his town commendably deep at heart begs the 
Post-Dispatch te ‘‘let up on the free bridge propo- 
sition,” explaining that “a free bridge would put 
East St. Louis off the map, since the very ex- 
istence of East St. Louis has been due to, and 
cur mutual welfare depends upon, the main- 
tenance of the bridge arbitrary.”

Friendship ceases when 
we are asked to support the means which has 
enabled East St. Louis to build itself up at the 
expense of St. Louis. In _ seif-preservation St. 
Louis must fight the thing that forces its fac- 
tories and its wealth to move to the Illinois shore. 
Given time, with the aid of an arbitrary levy- 
ing prohibitive rates amounting to an embargo on 
business, and East St. Louis would put St. Louis 
“off the map.” ;

Taylor’s crime fs in the eyes of all people 
the lesser, but the “honorable jurors’’ seemed to 
have the opinion that perjury is a greater crime than 
murder in cold blood. This is true of the McNamara 
case also, which was simply a travesty on justice. 
and combined with political pull, made it easy for 
the offender to escape with a light sentence in the 
Workhouse. Poor Taylor had none of these backing 
him and he got the entire force of the standard of 
justice that is dealt out in the St. Louls courts.

GRAND OPERA IN THE NATIONAL THEATRE. 
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SPACING FIRE COMPANIES. 


A house on North Eleventh street col- 
lapsed the other night when a fire com- 
pany thundered by. One wall after an- 
Other toppled and fell, until the fol- 
lowing fuel wagon discovered the whole 
structure prostrate in the cellar. 

This may seem a mere fortuity to the 
unthinking, but big brains generally will 
see in it a grave matter. As the cost of 
construction increases and the expecta- 
tions of landlords become more extrava- 
gant, the staunchness and solidity of 
dwelling places steadily diminish. Most 
of the gainful structures are shells, as 
we have recently seen in the case of 
the flat entered by a burglar who 
knocked a hole in the wall instead of 
laboring to force a door or window. 

Earth's balance is so delicate that 
even the flight of a sparrow affects It. 
What, then, must the shock of a passing 
fire company be! There are probably 
many rows of flats which would fall to 
the last lath if one of these companies 
passed, as it were, bunched. Doubtless, 
too, there are rows of houses which, 
given the proper vibration by a bound- 
ing fire engine, would run each other 
down, block fashion, if too soon assault- 
ed by the shock of the hose reel. 

But fires must be violently approached, 
and landiords must have their increase. 
So the necessity confronts us of spacing 
fire companies with more caution. That 
is, the various types of rolling stock 
should not follow each other too close- 
ly. The engine and whatever follows It 
should be liberally spaced. If the hook+ 
and-ladder comes next, it should give 
the buildings time to quiet down. When 
the improvements upon abutting real es- 
tate are knocking together, and bending 





like reeds in a storm, the driver of the 
next vehicle should bear in mind that 
what is knocked down is uninsured, 
whereas what burns generally is. 

It is not inconcelvable that improper 
spacing of fire companies endangers 
even the more durable structures in the 
fashionable residence districts. The 
streets in such districta are usually 
wide enough for the fire companies to go 














by abreast, whereas it is the practice 
in the narrower streets to go single file. 
Thus, the greater strength of the better 
class of dwellings is perhaps offset by 
the added shock of fire companies go- 
ing by, it may be said, in compact 
flocks. 

The exigencies of city life are many, 
and new ones are constantly demanding 
recognition. We think we see this one.

There can be no racing without bet- 
ting. The meetings will probably be 
held and the horses will run for a 
year, perhaps, the Jockey Club living 
in the hope that by the end of that 
time other legislation may be brought 
avout. Sut for a permanent arrange- 
ment such a thing is impossible. The 
imimense amount of capital invested 
would be as if surk in a bottomless 
pit, the land on which the racing 
plants are situated would be practic- 
ally idle, and I am certainly not ad- 
vancing any new theory when I say 
there is no group of “sportsmen” in 
the world who would rest content un- 
der such a state Of affairs. 

The public knows practically very 
little of the inside details of racing, 
and it has been my experience that 
the reformers generally jump on to 
something they know least about. The 
outsider can have no realization of 
the details, the intricacies of the rac- 
ing game, the immense amount of 
work and expense in training horses. 
the worry and nervous strain on own- 
ers, trainers and jockeys. No one but 
a man who is actively engaged in the 
business can know much of the real 
thing. And right here I want to say 
that 80 per cent of the racing stables 
of this country are operated at a loss. 
and were iit not for the betting they 
conld not exist. 

Now, it ts the betting that has caused 
all the trouble in this country, and it is 
no wonder to me. when I consider our 
present system. The par! mutue!l is-the 
only remedy I can see, and I am con- 
vineced it would bring about a sane, safe 
and conservative condition. Under our 
System the public, the men who pay 
their $ and support the enterprises, get 
the worst of it, because they don't 
know what is going on. The clubhouse

It its a credit system and bets 
are paid by check on Mondays at the 
Victoria Club, in London. 

‘Such a system wouldn't do here, how- 
ever, because everybody who wins a 
little bet wants to become a bookmaker. 
The men in England who are book- 
makers are men of established integrity 
and means, while here there are scores 
of the riffraff on the high stools who 
have neither credit nor standing. 

It isn’t all ‘love of sport” in England. 
In fact, with the exception of the late 
William C. Whitney, the only men |] 
have known who would rather their 
horse won a race purely for the pleas- 
ure of beating the other horses than win 
thousands simply by betting were the 
King of England and Lord Dunraven. I 
might@gleo mention Lord Roseberry in 
this particular, although | didn't know 
him so well. 

As a matter of fact, there are five or 
six big stables in England racing that the 
betting public fears, and {ft is an un- 
fortunate condition or practice that 
brings this about. I ain not saying that 
it is crooked—evidently it is not, accorad- 
ing to the English standards—but it cer- 
tainly is not good eg They call it 
qualifving or preparing a horse for a 
race, but to me it is Geception, just the 
same. 

I mean by this the pulling of horses, 
starting them in races when thev are 
never intended to win, giving them too 
much weight or starting them before 
they are in condition. I have ridden in 
races with horses for as long as two 
years, and time after time I have known 
that the horses couid win easily, yet I 
have seen them pulled or lose by some 
other means. The meaning of this is 
that an owner will point a certain horse 
for a certain event.
